tucky. He stopped in Louisville, was en- 
gaged by a Main-street house, and gave so 
much satisiaction that he was presently 
sent .on a collecting tour into Georgia. In 
those days transportation was slow.

but if the other place is any worse, why I 
don’t want to go there. First, it was with 
the old woman, aud then with Ann Exiza, 
and then with the Methodist preacher, and 
then with all together, until I could stand 
itno longer. They were well-to-do peo— 
ple, and, as I had brought them nothing 
but myself, I concluded I would take my- 
self off. They knew nothing about me 
except that I was a Dutchman and had 
come there from Louisville. Nobody in 
America knew my real name, There 
was no clue whatever. I didp’t think much 
harm had been done. So, one night, I dis- 
appeared. I dropped out of Georgia and I 
wound up my concerns in Louisville. I 
went to New York. There I was two or 
three months. I took passage for Liver- 
pool and stopped six months in 
Paris. I wanted to wipe out all 
memory of my follies, go home, 
consider the past a dream, and do some- 
thing grand. My heart yearned once more 
for the fatherland. I did not write to my 
family. I concluded to surprise them.

It was about noon, and but ten 
miles to Sturmgarten; so, after a good din- 
ner and a bottle of wine, I walked over 
the hills. What you think? By dam, 
what you think? I wiil tell you. My 
father’s house is the finest in Sturmgarten. 
It ie just outside the village, and has a 
lawn in front. Thesun was about an hour 


high when I opened the gate and walked 
up the terrace to the door. What you 
think? By gar! sir) it was Awn Etiza, 
my wile, which met me on,the door-sill, 
_and wind her arms about my neck, and 
call me her long-lost husband! Whatyon 
think of that, ha? She had been with the 
old people two months.” 

“ How was that possible?”

She took 'm down, say it all to her- 
self, and when I go off she chust take 
the steamer and follow after. That was 
the way she fix ’m. I giv it up. I

Pe- 
culiarly adapted to the province of a re- 
view, it would do credit to the best-con- 
ducted quarterly in the country. The next 
article is entitled New England and Seces- 
sion, and gives the highest: New England 
testumony to the fact that secession prin- 
ciples flourished in that section of the 
country as wel] as elsewhere. The writer 
of this article seems to think that most 
New England men deny this truth; but 
here is evidence from the lips of some of 
her most distinguished men that clearly 
establishes it, which we wish could be 
placed before the eyes of every ignorant 
Yankee who had the hardihood to doubt 
it. Thearticle upon Marriage and Divorce 
is an interesting and valuable essay upon 
that important topic, showing the ancient 
customs end the modern laws upon that 
subject. The article that follows, upon 
American Education, is the best that we 
have seen in this or any other periodical 
for a long time. It is full of the broadest 
and most enlightened views, and is an 
earnest plea fer deep and thorough culti- 
vation of all the mental powers in all their 
faculties. The article with the heading 
The Reviewers Reviewed we are unable 
to speak of critically; doubtless the the- 
odicy of Dr. BLEps0k is a subject of na-

There shonid be a 
uciiorm system of valuations ibat each citizen 
may be forced to bear the barden of goverument 
in proportion to bis ability, and thal there may 
be greater pniformity in the assessment 0! prop. 
erty in the different counties. 

The whole system as it exists at present is 
palpably unjust, not to say absurd and subvervive 
of morals. Mr. S8mith recommends thata State 
Board be created, to be composed of one reliable, 
intelligent citizen from each Senaterial District, 
to be appointed by the Governor, who shall meet 
at a staid time at the captial, and receive the 
Commissioner’s books and 6x the value of the 
property listed by the assessors, This system 
has worked well in other States. He alo sug- 
gests that sheiiff: and other collecting officers 
be allowed to distraim upon real as weil as per- 
sOLbal property for the colicction of taxes. Under 
the present laws taxes cannot be collected on 
real @state under five yeare uniess the owner pag 
personal property which may be subjected to 
thels payment, or unless he pays at his own op- 
tion. An additional tax of ten cents on the $106 
worth of property, even at the present rate of 
valuation, would, the Auditor thinks, be Quite 
sufficient to relieve the Treasury Of existing em- 
barrasemenis, if imposed for a period of five 
years. 

The piesent resources of the revenue proper 
are hapgiy.euficient to meet the current ex- 
penses of the State, jieaving It totally unabie to 
liquidate €Xi;\ing liabilities. The estimated ex- 
penditures for the year ending October 10, 1871, 
amount to $2,067,000, and adding the deficit in 
revenue Oc' ober 10, 1870, $856,388 98, gives $2, 52,- 
888 99. The estimated reccipw for the same p>- 
riod, $965,704 97, leaves an estimated deficit for 
Octeber 10, 1871, of $1,187,184 @. 

As illustrative of the confused condition of our 
real estate assessments, it is sufficient to note 
that Im 1868, there were in Kentucky 21,187,743 
acres Of taxable land, while the: tatement for 1870 
shows only 20,563,642—an absolute decrease in 
landed property alone of 584,081 acres. 

The e timated value of land ia the State in 1860
